The average day-laborer receives six dollars for his 


work; the average school teacher receives the same 
amount Do these two facts present a proper propor- 
tion? Of course not. Teachers' salaries for next year 
are quite generally being raised, you say. \\ ell and 
good. The public seems to be trying to return to the old 
idea that brains ought to command more dollars than 
hands. It is high time for such a return on the part of 
our citizens. 
How can they do otherwise when they 


consider the preparation necessary for each of these 
occupations? While it is true that every man who does 
any Icind of work is educated to a certain extent, yet 
no one questions the statement that that it takes more 
education to teach school than it does to haul coal. 


We would not insinuate that the only return from 


work is or ought to be monetary. We would not mini- 
mize the joy that comes from good honest work—be it 
coal hauled, lawns graded .ashes removed or windows 
washed. However ,if there is satisfaction in accom- 
plishing these material things, how much more satisfac- 
tion is there in getting things done in the realms of the 
intellectual and moral. 


•The teacher has long been told that the position he 


or she holds is so respectable, so genteel. But such re- 
spectability or gentility has no cash value at the grocer's 
or the shoe dealer's. The worker in the business world 
cares little about position as the following incident 
shows: The foreman of a certain department in a cer- 
tain factory was hard pressed with over-much work, 
His superintendent, wishing to help him get caught up, 
sent to his assistance a man from another department— 
a tool-maker. In the course of time the foreman discov- 
ered that the tool-maker was earning one-third more 
than he was. He appealed to the proper person for jus- 
tice. '"Well," came the answer, "you're the foreman! 
Doesn't your position mean something to you?"

If the man in the factory world feels this \\ay, "L"' 
it is no mis-statement-'to say the teacher and the pro- 
fessor feel the same way.
